“Parents,
college administrators, boards of
trustees, donors, agencies, State
and Federal governments, as well
an students themselves, have fre-
quently expressed concern about

pyramiding costs students in-
cur in attending college,” a state-
ment on the questionnaire read,
‘“There appears to be a well-found-
ed fear that these costs may price
certain economic groups out of one
of its most valuable resources
the leadership potential of its
young men and women.”

Results of the study, Sloan said,
will be published by the Depart-
ment of Health, Education and
Wplfare sometime in the future,
They will assist both public and
private agencies in planning fu-
ture school tuition programs.
